■'This year's loss amounted 
Ic S99,5-i2 for all fires for a 
per capita loss of .$8.29. An¬ 
nual fii’c loss during tin 
tears of 1962 to 1968 were 
fairly stable running he 
twi'cn Sll.OOf to $22.0(Xi.” 
stated the Fire Marshal, hut 
"from 1968 they have been 
iiioving ,upward in multiples 
ol about S20.(X)0 iior year," 
lie continued. ‘ Although this 
year's loss is well below the 
loss for the year 1971 ot 
8122.000, the largest eontrl- 
buting factor is tires in 
single dwell i n g 1 a m i 1 \ 
units.” 

Further, he ststed: •’Larg. 
loss fires wore cau.sed pri¬ 
marily by electrical mal¬ 
function and small loss fires 
wore due to incendiary iiu- 
l.ure during the year 1975. 

Our single largest fire loss 
was $25,000 suffc-icd by 
Teleprompter TV Cable Co. 
when they lost equipment in 
:i delibrately set brush tire 
cn September 22. 

Continuing his report be 
said: “Many residents feel 
secure when they turn oft a 
switch to an electrical ap¬ 
pliance, not realizing tiierc 
is .still current to the ap¬ 
pliance and if there is a bad 
wire, poor splice, or ma’- 
funetion of the appliance a 
fire is surely to start. Fire¬ 
men are still finding 30 
amphere fuses where 15 
amphere fuses sliould lie 
used.” 

In conclusion Fire Maishal 
’^robart stated; ‘‘Property 
\'alups are stiil rising and a 
$10,000 loss ten years ago 
can easily amount to $20,000 
at tod.ay’s inflated rebuilding 
costs.” 

Calls for Midieal Assist¬ 
ance accounted for most ot 
the 168 calls, they being 300 
for the year. Of the 94 fire 
calls, 41 were for stiTUCturc 
fires, 9 brush fires, 12 ve¬ 
hicle fires: 8 rubbish fires,

Thirteen were rc- 
lorded as smoke scares, 1 
mutual aid, .';2 service calls. 
i5 street wash down from 
gasoline spills, 7 gas leaks. 
i‘2 false alarms, 6 flooded 
buildings, 1 Ixunb scares, 2 
a.ssists to other agencies and 
1 for w'indstorm wires down. 

During the year, the re- 
1 ,oit stated, we liad 3 citi¬ 
zens injui'i'd at fires and 7 
firefighteis injured d'jring 
the year. Then were 76 full 
department responses; 40 of 
lliem being in the daytime (i 
am. to 6 p.m. and 36 even 
in.g ;ind night. 

The d-epartment’s response 
to the fire was average fo; 
daytime, 14 firelighters: for 
nighttime response the aver 
age number of firefighters 
responding was 25. 

Dwellings suffered t Ii e 
greater amount of the fire 
loss, it being $39,960; Apart¬ 
ment houses, $16,650; gar¬ 
age fires, $15,950, and brush 
fires $25,000, with the bal¬ 
ance ir smaller storage, 
mercantile and asse m h 1 y 
buildings. 

At the top of the list for 
tile cause of fires was elec¬ 
trical with 17; incendiary. 
16; combust lies. 7; negli¬ 
gence 6 and five undeter¬ 
mined. with tlie balance in 
Ihe field of miscellaneous. 

In the field of Fire Pro 
ventior, the Fire Marshal’s 
report stated that he had 
written 108 notices of viola 
tions during the year and 
had made 161 reinspc'ctions. 
93 violation notice.s were on 
residents and 10 on business 
retail stores, only 9 second 
notices were written and 2 
final notices with 6 attor 
neys hearin.g, and two couri 
c;ises on violations.

Some coriwra- 
tions find that their busi¬ 
ness goes up and down with 
those cycles and consequent¬ 
ly they are consideied to be 
cyclical business becau s e 
their sales go up and down 
with the business cycle. Tne 
automobile business follows 
the business cycle. An excel¬ 
lent picture of the way Gen¬ 
ial Motors sales and earn¬ 
ings have been affected by 
business cycles over the past 
45 years Is given on pages 
16 and 17 of June Better In 
vesting which we would send 
to those readers who request 
it. The housing industry, the 
lumber, paper and steel in¬ 
dustries are all noted for 
being businesses that alter¬ 
nate between goi>d times and 
iiad times. 'TTie stock of 
those companies tends to 
move up and down in simi¬ 
lar cycles as the busines.s 
and earnings of the com¬ 
panies in those industries 
fluctuate. 

Some businesses are non- 
cyclical. Companies which 
pack.age and sell market 
food are steady and change 
very little with busine.ss 
cycles. Look at Kellogg’s re¬ 
cord for an illustration. 

If you are considering 
buying the stock of a com¬ 
pany, most of whose busi¬ 
ness is cyclical in nature, it 
is well to study its past 
cycle and to detenn i n o 
where it is today In its cycle. 
As an investor you will he 
in a better position if you 
use care and endeavor to 
buy cyclical stocks during 
depressed business periods 
and shy away from making 
purchases dur 1 n g boom 
times.

standard and Poor’s 500. As 
I understand it they buy 
.some of each stock in tliat 
index in prepamtion to its 
influence in that index. This 
sounds like a good idea. 
Would you comment on that 
plan? 

A. — Like so many auto¬ 
matic stock market schemes, 
it can be a good program as 
long as only aa few people 
long as only a few people 
follow it. But if a great 
many people follow it, it 
will bo self-destroying. For 
instance. If many institu¬ 
tions concentrate their huy- 
the price of those stocks 
will eventually be forced up 
to levels out of line with 
their value. This same thing 
happened in a group of 
institutional favorite stocks 
in 1972 and 1973 and their 
prices were bid up to ridi 
culo'us levels. Then buying 


stopped and the prices of 
these Institutional favorites 
dropped sharply. It is good 
to see some instituti o n s 
spreading their purchas e s 
over a larger range of 
stocks, but the basis of in¬ 
vestment success is not fol¬ 
lowing any automatic plan, 
but putting any investment 
you make through a careful 
set of tests and making sure 
it meets all of them.
